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HOW TO PREACH. 


* Ye shall be witnesses unto m:.” 
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Jn every sermon the supreme object ought to 
be todo good. In forming your style of preach. 
ing, ask yourself not what will surround you 
with temporary applause, but what sort of 

reachers, scattered throughout the world, 
would form the most glorious Church of Christ, 
and bring most souls to heaven; and strive to 
be one of them. Go forth with a sense of ab- 
solute dependence on God. Always approach 
the sanctuary with prayer on your tongue, and 
with a strong desire in your heart for the sal- 
vation of men. Bathe your soul in your subject, 
and preach every sermon as though it were 
your last. Keep your eye chiefly on the con- 
science. ‘lake more pains,to show your hear- 
ers that they have vivlated obligations, and 
ought to do the service required, than that it 
would be pleasant and for their interest. If 
you wish to astonish only, make short and elo- 
quent appeals to the passions, and just as your 
hearers begin to feel, stop; but if you wish to 
do execution, follow it up; leave no stone un- 
turned. A man less pressed with desire will state 
his case. nuda few arguments in point, and then 
calmly [eave vw. But amaa who feels unable to 
quit till Le has ¢ tined you, will surprise you with 
specimens of his invention. When you think 
he has exhausted the subject, be will bring for- 
ward new arguments—new matter not forced 
in, (that makes the heavy preacher,) but so 
necessary that you wonder you siould have 
thought the subject ended without it. It is not 
the heavy afterpiece of a jaded spirit, but the 
very speaking of the soul. 

Some preachers please the Church, and some 
the world, Beware of a wish to be admired. 
The way to become popular with the serious 
and wise, is not to seek it. ‘The way to be di- 
vinely eloquent, is not to set upthis for an ob- 
ject, but to steep the soul in heavenly truth.— 
Let it not be so much your object to polish as 
Do not always choose the most pop- 


to point, 
Ask your heart 


ular and splendid subjects. 
what text you shall take. Never write a ser- 
mon merely because you must. When you are 
hunting for matter bare!}y to fill up halfan hour, 
it will always be uninteresting. Live so, and 
study so, that you will always have one subject 
that fills vour heart, and take that. Write not 
so and so because you must fill a sermon, but 
because with present feelings you cannot do 
otherwise. Consult your own joys, or trials, 
or necessities, to know what to say, and in what 
order. Copy your own heart and views—these 
are the most interesting sermons; here heart 
answersto heart. Avoid remote matter: go- 
ing round and round a subject without coming 
to the point. A man with a heart of a cynic 
may find matter enough round about Christiani- 
ty to fill the discourses of half a century with- 
out ever preaching a Gospel sermon, Shun 
not to declare the whole truth, the whole coun- 
sel of God ;_ not all at once, but as the people 
are able to bear it ; not in a tortuous manner, but 
directly and explicit. Use not circumlocution 
to avoid the world hell. Sav not Deity, or the 
Being who rules the world, but God. ‘The 
greatest prudence lies in obeying him and in 
securing his favor. But use “ acceptable 
words.” Avoid terms that are peculiarly ob- 
noxious, when others will do as well. Be gen. 
tle and affectionate in your manner. Show no 
pride in speaking of opposers. Descend not to 
the unmanliness of making your pulpit your fort, 
from which to assail yourenemies. When you 
have occasion to speak of the character or pros- 
pects of sinners, let it appear to be done, (and 
to appear natural it must be real,) not from de- 
light in their misery, or from exultation at being 
raised above them, or from a propensity to 
threaten and arraign, but from necessity and

There is for us no middle destiny. Our stake 
is for a higher throne of glory, or for a deeper 
hell.

We 
have daily to go where Nadab and Abihu went, 
and to transact business with him who darted 
his lightnings upon them.

Let us beware how, 
by unhallowed fervors, we bring false fires be- 
fore the Lord. Tet us not fail to devote to this 
work our best powers, our unceasing applica- 
|tion, consecrated by unremitting prayer. Any 
thing rather than careless preparation for the 
pulpit, anda sleepy performance in it. Forget 
your father, forget your mother; but forget not 
this infinite work of God. Soon we shail ap- 
pear, with our respective charges, before the 
judgment seat of Christ. What a scene will 
there open between a_ pastor and his flock !— 
When all his official conduct toward them shall 
be scrutinized, and all their treatment of him 
and his Gospel shall be laid open ; when it shall 
appear that an Omniscient eye followed him in- 
tu his study every time he sat down to write a 
sermon, and traced every line upon his paper, 
and every motion of his heart, and followed him 
into the pulpit, and watched every kindling de- 
sire, every drowsy feeling, and every wan- 
dering thought, every reach after fame. Ah, 
my dear brethren, when you hear on the right 
hand the songs of bursting praise that you ever 
had an existence, and on the left, behold a com. 
pany of wretched spirits, sending forth their 
loud lament that you had not warned them with 
a stronger voice, will you not regret that all 
your sermons were not more impassioned, and 
all vour prayers more agonizing? But what 
is that | see! a horrid shape, more deeply sear- 
red than the rest: around which a thousand 
dreadful beings, with furious eves and threat- 
ening gestures, are venting their raging curses. 
It is an unfaithful pastor, who went down to 
hell with most of his congregation, and those 
around him are the wretched beings whom he 
decoyed to death. My soul turns away and 
cries, “ Give me poverty, give me the curses of 
a wicked wor'd, give me the martyr’s stake— 
but, O my God, save me from uufaithfulness 
to thee, and the souls of men.”

The constitution of 1639, then, in its main 
features, always has been, aud still is, the con- 
stitution of the state.

The following interesting letter from sister Wade, 


morning of the 17th, before sunrise, Brother 
Mason, Mr. Wade and myself, set our faces to- 
wards the Karen jungles. We travelled three 
days and a half through a thick forest, over 
mountains and the edges of awful precipices, 
with only a narrow foot path, and often not the 
least appearance even of a path, until we ar- 
rived at this christian village. lhad some poles 
tied to a chain, so that the Burmans might car- 
ry me some part of the way, but the road was 
so very bad that I was obliged to walk nearly 
allthe way. About 12 miles before we reach- 
ed this place, nearly 20 of the christians, men 
and women, came out to meet and welcome us, 
and { realiy forgot idl my fatigue in seeing 
them so happy for our coming.

and villages, a thriving and fast spreading pop- 
ulation, well nigh till you reach the rocky 
mountains. ‘The sons of Connecticut, inherit- 
iny the spirit of emigration from their torefath- 
ers, have spread themselves abroad into the 
most distant parts of our country ; and it is de- 
lizhitul to know that wherever they go, they 
sitll love and cherish the habits of their native 
siate, and mark, to the traveller, the place of 
their residence, by the well cultivated farm, 
and the school house, and the church spire, 
rising in the midst of their neat and compact 
villages. 

The individual* is still living, and from the 
force of habit and the love of industry, is still 
found every day at the printer’s stand, who 
was employed in publishing the first newspa- 
per inthis city and the thirdinthe state. Now, 
there are twenty thousand printed weekly, be- 
sides an average number of three thousand two 
hundred and twenty-five volumes of books every 
day ;—making an aggregate of more than one 
inillion of volumes a year. 

It is within the memory of the same individ- 
ual, and of several other aged persons present, 
that, sallying forth from his undisturbed forests 
on the north, a bear came down through our 
streets, to the no small terror of the inhabitants, 
as it to see whether he might not contest with 
them the right of possession and regain a fovt- 
hold 1 this his ancient domain. 

As indicating the increase of business in the 
city, two or three facts may be mentioned. In 
1792, forty-three years ago, the first bank was 
established in this city. Now there are six, 
with an aggregate capital of near four millions 
of dollars. 

In 1776, the declaration of our independence, 
the receipts at our post office were one hundred 
and thirty-five dollars. ‘The last year, ending 
Sept. 30th, they were fourteen thousand six 
hundred ninety-one dollars seventy-five cents. 
The amount has somewhat more than doubled 
within the last ten years. 

These things show the rapid progress of so. 
ciety around us, and the great changes that have 
occurred in the place of our habitation in the 
short period of a single human life. The pro- 
gress of change is still going on, with a con- 
stantly increasing rapidity.
